The following U.S. Patents disclose related subject matter to the field of invention of the 
present invention: 

1 . U.S. Patent No. 4,527,420 issued to Foote et al, on Jul. 9, 1985, teaches a method 
of identifying and determining the size of particulates in a flowing fluid 
comprising detecting the portion of an ultrasonic pulse scattered from particulates 
at a preselected angle, converting the results into density and elasticity-related 
values, and comparing the values with measure or computed values. 



2. U.S. Patent No. 4,580,444 issued to Abts et al., on Apr. 8, 1986, discloses an 
ultrasonic technique to determine the concentration of oil droplets in an oil 
recovery systems by detecting the forward scattering of ultrasonic energy from oil 
droplets in oil recovery system 

3. U.S. Patent Nos. 4,770,042 and 4,770,043 issued to Cobb et al., on Sep. 13, 1988, 
disclose apparati for monitoring the suspension stability in a slurry. 

4. U.S. Patent No. 5,058,432 issued to Morkun et al., on Oct. 22, 1991 , teaches a 
method fro measuring parameters of solid phase slurries during ambient 
conditions.
